The method used in the dyeing process 
causes the yarn to remain pliable and soft, 
adding longer life to your rugs. Under 
heavy pressure of steam the yarn is dried 
and the dyes made absolutely fast. Your 
material, now in the form of fine rug yarn, 
is woimd into cops and sent to the large 
and most improved Olson power looms.
